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JSfiK'lJSXi next wrote STI&TLQW to propose meetings on 18 and 19 October 
1992* Because 74*360 was 111, STi&ffLQw postponed until 25 * 26 October. 
?-4i360 was still sick, and aMfUM bad MWE&h write his report* 
Highlights follows 

(1) On 2k October a fnu "t-iSIEi I", possibly of derman origin, debriefed 
MANTEL in Aue about his work in the uranium sdna there* 

(2) Personnel of SRIS Aue traveled frequently to Dresden* 

(3) MANTEL provided information about uranium production at Aue, part 
of which he declared had bean authorised for release by the SMS 
but part of which had been specifically prohibited. Evaluation 
showed all of his information, however, to be largely worthless;

1* On 29 Harsh 1953, the heart meeting between V-8$6 and Hfefc'TiiL took place 
in Wert Berlin. STRETlfW had been spirited away from his home by 
ZIPPiiJR, with the cover story that he had business in Boom, to protect 
him against possible kidnapping. (It had bee® determined that be 
seemed to be under surreAllanco.) 

(1) HAKTfiL reported that he had had to subeit written reports to the 
®tIS on his last mootings with V-656 and to eover each story tvdea, 
writing on different days*

ZIPPSR wan* by now, eager to get out of the play but felt that dropping 
any fxmtcme source at that time ( tho Um of tite uprisings throughout 
the Sarstom) would look odd* It was plaraied that SSMtUM would make 
a job application in Bam to Amt Blank and that M&hTEl. would report 
this development to the Soviets* (CXMlEKTe This play seems to be bed 
timing on the pert of 2IPF£Rf It adgbt easily have impelled the Soviets 
to try an Immediate snatch of SfflS Tim, Since STRSTI/lrf seams to have 
been under 3818 surveillance at this tine or shortly before this time* 
NIPPER may have feared that if Jtfi£T£I» continued for a time to report 
his presence in West Berlin after ST8&WJM and family had actually 
moved out* Who SHIS would have knows that ftASTSL was lying and arrested 
him* Similarly* keeping ftl&WL in the dark until the novo bad been made 
Would have been out of kaspibg with ifae previously established pattern 
of family intimacy and could have led the SHIS to the realisation that 
HANTiSL had betrayed their plans to kidnap STRSTUJW, Since iilPS^S had 
decided that it had no equity left in this play* it would have seemed 
most logical to move the ST MTltfW and MRTBL families to West Germany 
simultaneously* without any prior notice to the SKIS.

fonaar case officers and a newcomer. Because of tbe upeislng* MifEM& ye&s 
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used temporarily as an informant reporting on dangerous or dissident 
workers at the Aue allies* (There actually was a sabotage ring which 
mm&L penetrated and betrayed to the Sovietaj he also appeared in 
court as a witness against members of this ring.) She following 
paragraphs summarise, briefly, developmante between June and December 
1953, whan the operation ended with all ambers of both families 
(MANTEL and STRETLQ&O in Western Germany. (COMKESTi the sixty-five 
page ElftSR mao covering this period contains a good deal of aig n i f i - 
cant detail on the SHISand on UPPER* the tine allowed for this 
study of 0J BisOUMT eases is drawing to a close, and a detailed 
analysis of this length report cannot be undertaken non* It is felt, 
however, that this report, as wall as W BROLLSRT caoss^L through 10, 
should also be summarised and analysed later* Finally, on the basis 
of all twenty-one cases, conclusions should be drawn*) 

(1) In the middle of July 1953 the SRIS offices at ; fir* Ooerdelacr atrasse , 
Aue, were turned back to the Qeraans* All subsequent agent meetings 
with MKTEL were held in vehicles* 

(2) Christa MANTEL visited her parents-in-law in West Berlin fro® 

12 to lh September 1953* This visit was SRIS-directodj its purpose 
was primarily to determine whether STSETLOW* on the verge of 
moving to West Germany, would help MBTEL to ‘ settle there too* 

(3) For two weeks after his wife's return, mMSM* was unable to establish 
contact with any 3RIS ease officer at ary of the three telephone 
numbers given him for the purpose* (Neither POB nmr EXPP&R reporting 
explains this hiatus*) Wh«m MANTEL finally did make contact, it 

was with a now ease officer who directed MANTEL to bend his efforts 
toward moving to West Germany* Toward this end MNT&L was to 
arrange a West Berlin meeting with STSSTLOW at which, all plans for 
the acre would be completed. His wife and child were to follow bin 
shortly, so that the suspicions of the Western IS would not be 
aroused* (CO^vNTi There is reason to believe that tho new case 
officer, & FSTROV, was sincere when he made this statement to MANTEL. 
It is surprising, however, that the -SBIS, for the sake of the agent’ s 
cover, would toss aside their only element of control. % this 
time STRETLQW and family had moved to Western Germany j the 3RIS had 
abandoned plans to kidnap him* It was then planned to send MAN’LL, 
son of STHSiTIAJ^’a wife, with hi# own wife and child. Into Western ■ 
Germany to live awl J5ro« that vantage point to continue to report 
on 3TRSTL0W. It may ba that MANTEL* a above-cited betrayal of Au* 
workers had Inspired .almost unlimited SRXS confidence in him and 
that the SHIS was therefore willing to risk continuing a play in 
which all control elements would vanish* Bit it is even harder 
to understand what they expected to get. HAMEL had told # H^0F 
that there was no further chance of doubling and ® PETKOV 

had apparently agreed, adding merely that there were ways to make 
IS work distasteful to SSftt&LGM* It is true that their risk weald 
be far less with UkffltM. in the American Zona} but this kind of 
negative thinking doss not justify the continuing of an operation 
and is wholly at odto with Hh& a^resaivsness which the SRIS 
displayed throughout this case.) 

(b) ® PETROV mad© it clear that ItAMTEL's control had shifted from hia 
former case offiesra in Aue to ® FETROV, who worked out of Berlin* 

(5) HflKTSL was to accept any offers of schooling from hia Western IS* 

# PETROV added that his predecessors had, however, managed the case 
so poorly that it was unlikely that MANTEL would be given schoolings 
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(6) Normal sod emergency contact arrangements were made by A PETROV 
against the day when JSARTSI* would be living in West Oeraatsy. 

(7) $ PETROV expressed a desire to asset HASTSL*® wife, and such a 
nesting was arranged, although not through MANTEL’S Intervention. 

t. The above developments wars reported by tSABIEL to STREIIGW in isteat 
Berlin on 23 - 25 October 1953, when STRET1XJW was jdcJdLng up the rest 
of his possessions* STRETtoy directed MMM, to report the following 

to ■© petrov. 

(1) OTRETLBtf was stoat to r eeeive a now intelligenoe assignment, 
concerning which no dstails were Icnosn as yet* 

(2) STRETIX^ requested MANTEL to delay Ms move to West Germany until 
1 he himself was settled* 

(3) smsnfM would help Hism to gain recognition as a political, 
refugee, hut he would have to support himself vdiile settling In 
West Germany because he had net worked long enough for the western 
IS to have earned assistance. , 

(it) It might be possible for Him to work IS-wise for STRSTLOM, but 
the possibility this indefinite* 

u. MANTEL met # FETRGV in Berlin on 5 November 1953 end was taken to a 
safehouse on Wsldow Alls* in the SCerlshorst compound. (Caapare with 
VS MUM 112-0.) « PETROV stated that MABTEL’s store to West Oesmny 
would be delayed by the OSIER flap (desertion of aZIPPsKite in Berlin 
to the Soviets) because ZIPPER would now be exceptionally suspicious 

of anyone arriving from the Itest Zone. Be added that he believed 
dtfSSTUM'to be working for ZIPPM. He also stated that pressure would 
be the only means of inducing 3TR3TL0W to work for the SKIS. 

v. On 27 November 1953 BASXEX* & PETROV and a new personality, 9. Georgs 
in Berlin. & PETKOT provided detailed instructions for a recruitaont of 

smT&ow* ' 

(1) MAH TEL was to go to Ms mother and state that he had been subjected 
to SRIS interrogation said had broke#, mplicating his stepfather, 
mamm. The Soviets were holding «&'» wife and child tc 
insure his own return. If he returned without having recruited 
5THSTLDW, he end his wife would be given life inprtsonmentj the 
child weald become a ward of the state. 

(2) After the mother had had time to work on the stepfather, KAHIEL 
was to approach him directly and repeat the story. STRET2X&? was 
then to bo guaranteed amnesty for work against the USSR, freedom 
from all financial worries, asylum in the Sovaene in case of need, 
security (he would, not be required to travel to the Scvacne and 
could asst M 13 agents In BMtserland, Sweden, or flnland), and 
the sum of 100,000 DM deposited in any bank as security for these 
pledges* HAHTii was to be dropped out of the picture after 
mstmt began work# : '- 

(3) If SfSB^WM refused, MAKTS1 was to state that the Soviets would 
deal with MNTEh and family as outlined above* In addition, they 
would publish an expose of 3TRETL0W and ZIPPER which would not 

only force ZIPPER to drop STBETLQW but would also stake it ii^ossible 
for the latter to seeur© other e;'apleys«jnt elsewhere in Western 
. Germany* . 

(it) . To prove good faith, STRjSTIGW was to write a report listing all he 
knew about the structure of ZIPPER, names of ZIPFEHitea, plus 
anything known about Ant Blank# 
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(5) If STRETLQW disappeared for any length of time* MANTEL was to 
return to the So voces as rapidly as possible. If STRETW3& ashed 
for a description of 3 PZTSOV, he ««s to be answered truthfully 
in ell particulars except '& PSTHOV’s height. 

STRBTLOh' was compelled to make hie own decision and decided to spar 

for time. (COMMENT* It is by no means clear why SJftSTLOwr had not been 

given detailed instructions on how to deal with this situation. 

ZIPPER eertainly had more than ample warning of Soviet intentions. ) 

(1) He agreed to work for the SRIS. 

(2) H© required that the SRIS understand that his work for thea was 
not idealistically motivated. 

(3) •He required that he be given a contact in Swltaerland. 



(U) He required sort immediate payment of 
and family should they have to flee. 



3000-5000 M to assist himself 



(5) He required a large, unspecified sum as guarantee that his 

material would not be published for its propaganda value, thus 
exposing him. 

x. MARTEL returned to Berlin on 3 December 1953 and soon indicated by 
letter that all was veil and that he would return to best Germany on 
13 December. When he did so, he reported that $> Georg had taken him 
over during the absence of & PETROV. $ Georg had interrogated him 
in detail about the "recruitawnt 0 of STRSTLOk and had made him write 
out and sign s fbll account. Than he had stated the following* 

(1) The next STHETLOW-ilAOTEL meeting wes to be delayed. 

(2) STfttSTLOW was to send his wife to the Soviet Zone as a hostage} 

MANTEL would be in the American Zone during the same period as a 
counter-hostage. 

(3) STRBTlflW would meet an SRIS representative in Vienna in two weeks. 
STHETLOW was to furnish detailed information about ZIPPER. 

(k) STHETLOW was to get 2M 50Q against true name receipt. 

y. MANTEL returned to West Germany on 13 December 1953 and sent his wife 
a prearranged telegram. She fled, in accordance with prior arrange- 
ments. All principals ware reunited in Wuersburg. dine© the SiU5 
had made propaganda hay out of the GEZER case and ZIPPER feared that 
it might do the same thing with M tmUMRt 11, ZIPPER beat them to the 
punch with brief articles in three newspapers. STRETUM went tack to 
Berlin in February 195L for the last Urns, to arrange the shipping of 
his furniture to West Germany. While there he was approached by persons 
whom he suspected of acting on SRI3 orders. There were no further 
developments. 

2. Analysis and Comments! 

a. UJ DROLLER! 11 is not a 26 case in the usual sense of the word but rather 
the account of what happened when two hostile intelligence services 
became aware that their shared agent was little more than a mailman, 
delivering all the packages in his possession to both sides with a 
fine lack of discrimination. This result was achieved because of a 
rather high levdL of professional competence displayed by both sides. 

The agent, only nineteen or twenty years old when pressured into working 
for the SSI3, and not yet twenty-one when tha double play started, is 
obviously no natch f or the various professionals, Soviet and German, 
with whom h© must deal. (In fact, MANTEL recognised this fact himself 
at times and, in the latter part of the ease, became frightened.) 

ZIPPER'S decision to enter upon the play was made quickly, if not 
precipitately, end without taking time to assess MANTEL* s suitability 
for his role. (In fact, the standard procedure of studying a potential 
2ft carefully and writing an objective character analysis before embarking 
upon the play is not followed by ZIPPER* In cases studied to date, 
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either no analysis Is made, or it is made after ZIPPER is eoaKsltted.) 

ZIPPER counter-punches throughout the operation, leaving the initiative 
in 3RIS hands. This technique is valid as long as the opposition does 
not realise that it is dealing «lth a doable, so that it is iterative) 
for the agent to continue all established behavior patterns. It 
becomes inapplicable when each side realises the true nature of the oaee. 
The SSI3 had clearly a defined goal in thie operation t to penetrate 
YIPPEE, first via MANTEL, then via STRZTLOW, and finally through ■what- 
ever contacts 5TRETIOW bad. It pursued, this goal aggressively and 
fairly consistently, although it did waver between plans to obtain 
physical possession of STRSTIDW and plans to leave him in 'Zest Berlin 
or 'West Germany while patting him under pressure. ZIPPER, on the other 
hand, wavers violently on such basic Issues as whether the case should 
bo prolonged or texmlnated, whether its goal should include technical 
data on uranium mining in Aue or not, and whether MANTEL was deceiving 
them or dealing honestly with them* 

It ia doubtful that 9V 0 revealed the full extant of MANTEL'* Knowledge 
of that organisation. He knew STRETLQW* s superior, at least by alias - 
a fact which appeared only after POB, following a headquarters query, 
asked thie question directly. It should bo pointed out that a nature! 
tendency on the part of ZlPf&R to reveal no more to POB about its own 
personnel and working methods than Is neoessary makes It difficult to 
tot up the probable profit and less columns in their DA operations. On 
the basis of information available, 89 WOtiMl 11 looks like a draw. 

the shove conclusion, however, is based upon the assumption that MANTEL 
and, more particularly, his wife, were successfully interrogated by 
ZIPPER after the ease ended. Christa MANTEL is certainly a highly 
suspicious perron. In the early phases of the operation she made 
repeated pro-Russian statements which she later tried to explain away. 

The date of her recruitment ie uncertain an assay well have preceded - 
even by a lengthy period - her husband's knowledge of that recruitment. 
She concealed from him the receipt of gifts or cash. He prof assoc! to 
be unaware of her basic political convictions. %s asked Frau ST8&EL0W 
for a medicine which would cause an abortion and at the sans time 
urgently requested that tha mother conceal her pregnancy f roe* tbs son, 
suggesting a possibility that someone otbsr than MANTSL - and perhaps 
evffltj a Soviet - was responsible for her pregnancy. In its close-out 
report VOB mentions that Christa MARTEL will bear watching, but neither 
tte steps taken nor the results are reported. If MANTEL has remained 
in touch with ZIPPER, if his wife is in the picture, end if she is in 
touch with the SHIS, then there can be no doubt about who won this 
ball game. 

ZIPPiSR staff personnel (BV M, (fit Q, and L0, i.e., headquarters CE men) 
wora clearly shocked to learn that MATTEL had furnished far mere infor- 
mation to the 581S than he had. been authorised to do (accurate descrip- 
tions, phoie of STHETI0W, tracing of the key to STBETLOWe apsartawat# 
full details m agent aeetings with ZIPPER personnel, etc.). It ia 
felt that ZIPPER'S estimate of MANTEL and STRSTIfN tends to ba colored 
by the fact that they are Germans, that STRiOTjOW was an arjsy officer, 
and that these men and their families ware under Soviet pressure or the 
threat of such pressure* Thus, ZIPPER attempts to make out a case for 
not a llowing an SHIS recruitment of STR&2W# m grounds that little could 
be gained, whereas the facts of the case subset that much could have 
been gained (note desire of SHIS to meat STRZTIDW in Vienna and th© 
offer to provide a contact in Switzerland, Sweden, or Finland). Moreover, 
STRLTIDW could far more reasonably have been expected to remain loyal 
to ZIPPER than could be expeetedof MANTEL. One suspects that the 
decision not to risk this play was baaed on the Subjective factors cited 
above rather than the arguments advanced. 
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r. Both itPPSR tod the SHIS are Influenced by humane considerations , 
though the SEIS la for less affected* The Soviet recruitment of 
MAOTdL la bused on cold-blooded pressure (trumped-up arrest* sentencing 
to fifteen years* tod then the offer of to alternative)* and ell plaits 
to recruit 3TBMXWtf are else based on pressure. On tbs other hand, 
there is no use of the control factor represented by HAK2EL* s wife and 
child* (They are never jailed, for example.) Hor is marly as much 
pressure {laced on HAHTJSI* himself* through the tmearved fifteen-year 
sentence* as might have been expected. i£I?B£R goes much further in this 
regard, as has been noted above. Their final decision to tod the case 
is clearly motive ted almost entirely by concern for the safety (rather 
than security) of the principals* 

g. UJ BKOLLKilY 11 provides an intereating insist into SRX3 (believed MVD) 
handling techniques* Worthy of note are skillful use of pressure in 
the recruitment of HltSTELi; professionalism re meeting arrangements* 
steady pursuit of a single target from beginning to and of the case; 
very detailed briefing of HAKTSL (up to the point et Wiich he became 
suspected oft oiling AIPFKft toomuch); re-interrogation, as SOP* on 
earlier reports, thus forcing SAJFfSL into divulging much more than he 
had intended authorised to divulge; practical training* 

particularly in security* given by the case officer and tailored to 
the operation* rather than theoretical schooling (which would have been 
grist for AIPP22R* s dll)) keeping the opposition of f -balance by 
unexpected moves* (MKXSI. pays unannounced visits*’ for example, to 
ills mother and stepfather; Ills wife also visits them at inconvenient 
times) . Also worth noting is the detail with Which the kidnapping of 
STR&TLQtef had been worked out* although the SRIS did slip in revealing 
the full plan to MARTEL before its execution. Finally* the recruitment 
of MARTEL* s wife* which seems to have preceded a second recruitment* 
apparently staged for hie benefit when her agent status had to be 
revealed to him, and using her as a cheek on both HAET&L and STBSTD3W, 
merits note* 

h* ZIPPER handling ia alto professional* even if allowance is made for the 
fact that our knowledge of the case comes entirely from ZIPPER* Agent 
meetings are well protected (with counter-surveillanoe spotting 
countor-ourveillsmcel ) MATTEL and STM7WM are well screened of £ from 
ZIPPER* The use of a blown S/W as build-up material is a bright idea* 
ZIPPER briefings of MAUTEL appear much less detailed, but this is the 
natural result of assuming the passive role* (Moreover* it mey be 
argued that in this type of ease any detailed briefing is an error* 
since it will be repeated in equal detail to the oppoattion. Certainly 
the one »t of detailed ZP*s provided MATTEL by ZIPMR and dealing with 
technical matters at Aue oust be considered an error*) Agent handling 
of STESriXJW was insufficiently imaginative, so that at tines - for 
example, when the SHIS recruitment pitch is finally made - h© Is forced 
to roly on his own judgement* without prior briefing* On the whole* 
however* ZIPPER does a competent job in the realm of tradeoraft. The 
fact that the SHIS drew a stalemate in this atatch, in which ZIPPER 
started out with evident advantages, results not from superior 3RIS 
techniques but from decisivonuse. The SR1S knew from tiie beginning what 
it wanted to get and consistently acted in accordance with this purpose, 
whereas 2IPPEB shows up better defensively (l*e** at keepdLng the SE13 
from attaining this goal) than offensively (i.e.* at cashing in on its own 
opportunities*) 

i* Both sides reached* in time, the realisation that they were dealing with 
a messenger boy rather than to agent whoso loyalties would lead him to 
work against either* The Soviet attempt to lure AIPPER into sending a 
courier into the East £ono* for example* is amusingly countered by 
UPPER* s retort that the SSIS was not ^.ving HAKTiii. intelligence of 
enough value to warrant the use (i*e$* exposure) of a courier # Both 
sides are* however* somewhat uarealistic trm this point oh* since it 
is evident that neither is going to tell MANTEL anything that the other 
really wants to know* yet each continues to try to penetrate the other 
■ through MWfTKL|i. 
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1* This case also does not merit detailed handling because (a) no BA or even 
- OK interest is demonstrable, and (b) the central figure shifted identities 
' and cover stories so frequently that at date of last ZIPPSK report 
(3 December 1952) neither identity nor background had been established 
beyond doubt* 

2. Meat HEX8& ( posaiblft true nma), possibly bom ? September 1920 in Gerbersdarf, 
Silesia, appeared Tn Istanbul in October 1952* At the German Embassy in 
Ankara he had told a fictitious story of being a Pta escaped from the USSR. 

Sent to Istanbul and turned ever by the Turkish Security Service to KOBA&S 
there, he "confessed” (another lie) that he had been sent into Turkey by 
the SSIS* Transferred to Germany and AlPteft custody, he was repeatedly 
interrogated* About 15 January 1953 11PPKH turned hie ever to the Kripo 
(German criminal police) because of suspicion that he vaa identical with a 
man -wanted for bigamy and fraud*
